regenerating gramitflftoo tissue in the mucous membrane * damage of the ceils 
of stratum germinativt/m - chronic Inflammafion of the submucosa

Intestine: severe congestion and haemorrhage 
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Cattle plague 

intestine (ileoceacai valve) : severe haemorrhagic 
Inflammation and thickening of the mucosa'’ 
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and transverse folds of the rectum show bright red 






Cattle plague 

Small intestine: the mucosa above the area of 
paver's patches is necrotic and the eprthetiium 
undergo sloughing leading to the formation

is thickened and intensively reddened or tinged with blood)
